After an unaucceaaful attempt 
to obtain permission to enter 
the prison to join their 106 fast¬ 
ing brethren, jailed for terror¬ 
ist activities, the Freedomites 
called a prayer meeting.

A RECENT SURVEY of )oblMi worken in 23 Ameri- 
can dtin hu resulted in ■ finding that the un¬ 
employment itatistia presently used “are no longer a 
valid or accurate Indicator of the health of the 
economy.” 

TTie organiation conducting the survey found 
that among all the out-of-work persons interviewed, 
six out of ten could be deacribed as only technicaDy 
unemployed—auch as construction workers who had 
finlahed one project and were waiting for another, 
retired people looking for only part-time work, or 
thoae who had choaoi to quit Jobs for various petaonal 


It was further found that four out of ten unem- 
ptoyed married peraons had a husband or wife work- 
W. snd that tan per cent of the total questioned ad¬ 
mitted they coidd get Jobs if they were willing to taka 
lass money. 

Thus, the organiation concluded, the present sys¬

Carden Notes « 

Fruit Bears Watching 


■j M. V. CBEBNirr, nHH 

In a mixed lardsn, fruU probably 
demands the most of our attentkm 
In August, for we have plums, early 
apples and the very early pears all 
ripening at tha same time. Wall- 
grown peaches and figs are touchy 
things too, and must bo watiiiad ever 
and prolerled. 

One reason why home-grown fruit 
taslas so much bailer than store- 
bought stuff Is because each in¬ 
dividual apple or plum is picked Just 
as it reaches Its peak of perfection, 
whereas tha commercial grower, using 
an army of hired pickers, must make 
a dean sweep of his trees. 

Moreover, he has to pick a little 
on the green side so the fruit won’t 
get battered to mush on its way to 
market. 


Figs must certainly be gathered 
In this way—a few at a time, just as 
they ripen—because a fig is almost 
tasteless if picked too soon. It should 
be left on the tree until it la ripe 
enough to show a slight cracking of 
the skin and a “tear in its eye”—a 
drop of moisture in the orftee. As 
soon as the cracks appear, you can 


ba sure the birds and watpa will be 
right bi there pitehtaig, so you have 
very aairow aMrgin df tima In which 
to pick this delectabie fruit at Its 
luscious best 

It is a good Idea to protect the 
moat foramrd of the fip by slipping 
a HtUe plastie bag over each ons, 
tying the mouth of the bag around 
the stem arith a Twistam' those green 
plastic tapes used for staking. This 
sounds like a big Job, but actually 
you need only hag a few figs at a 
time, selecting only tha onos arhoae 
skins are turning ahiny. The bags 
need stay on for only a few days, 
until the skin ciacks appear, and are 
then transferred to the next batch 
of shiny green fruit. 


This la the way figs always ripen 
—in regular succession once they 
start to maturo, 

Psachaa nsod some protection too, 
but I have not had loo much luck 
with plastie bags on this fruit— 
mildew forms on the akin when so 
enclosed. Cheesecloth is better, and I 
have had ver>’ good results by fitting 
a cone of ahiny aluminum foil cover¬ 
ing and ritlelding tha upper half of
